London, Jan, 31. — The absorbing topio 
to-day la the loss of tho North QormanLloyd 
steamship Elbe with nearly 400 livos, as the 
result of a collision with a steamer, whioh 
bayond the poaiibllity of a doubt was the 
British ctoatnor Crathio, Cupt. Gordon, from 
Rotterdam for Aberdeon. Tho latest infor- 
mation plucss tho number of lives at .'174, 
whioh Ib tho number of mlBsing, and very 
little hope is entertained that any of them 
will ovcntually be heard from alive. The 
weather is unfavorable to tho Burvlval of 
tho castaways for any considerable time. 
Tho heavy NVV, galo inoroasod almost to a 
hurricane and has boon accompanied by 
blinding enow storm. Tho coaBt guard and 
cuetoms officers are leaving no means 
tried in t heir search for the possible survivors. 
Thus far no article of woodwork or furni- 
ture belonging to the lost vcbbbI has boen 
wached cshoro oa the Suffolk coast, whioh 
is regarded t»B proving tho suddenness and 
completeness of tho disaster, and tending to 
diminish the probabilities of further salvage 
boing reported. A lifeboat of tho Kibe was 
waal idushore at Yarmouth last ovoning, 
the oara and lifobuoys being found in it 
but it is undoubtedly tho boat from whicl 
tho Wild flower rescued the Burvivors yes 
terday, and whioh wus eoc adrift after the 
oooupants had beon taken off, so that its 
dlccoviry on shore furniBhes no additiona 
news or encouragement. 

Tho cflicen in London of tho North Ger- 
man Lloyd StoamBbip Company are be 
siogod with anxious inquiries, but are with- 
out Information and oau do nothing to allay 
tho anxiety of relatives and friends of the 
Elbe's puasengere. The company is refund 
iog the fares to tho survivors and paying 
their expenses book to Germany or to what 
ever point they oeleot as their destinations, 
The steam tug Despatoh was Bent out in 
search of aurvivora of tho Elbo, but tho tre- 
mendous wind, hoavy Bca and blinding 
snowstorm drove hor back to Lowestoft 
after raho had proceeded only a short di 
tamoe. The Btorm having moderated in the 
afternoon ahe started again, but a raging 
blizzird then prevented the sea being seen 
off Ramsgato and Yarmouth and compelled 
the total suspension of the cruiea 
This ucoounta for tho non-arrival of 
the fishing boats whioh might bring 
somo additional survivors or at least have 
ploked up some wreckage. The lifeboat of 
tho life-saving itation at Ramsgato returned 
this morning after having been out fifteen 
houro, without haviDg found any traceu of 
either boat or wreokago. Tho Broadataira 
lifeboat also returned this morning. Near 
ing tho station tho boat was blown ashore 
and tho crew wore dashed into the Burf, 
several of them being injured. A blinding 
snow storm ia raging at tho mouth of the 
Thames and navigation there is almost aus- 
pondod. 

Tho survivors of the Elbe brought to 
Lowostoft by the Wildflower have nearly 
all recovered from their shock and exposure. 
Miss Anna liuecker, the only woman known 
to havo boen saved, is the only ono not able 
to bo about. Tho surviving officers of the 
Elbo are very rotioent in regard to the dii- 
aster pending the official Investigation. It 
haa transpired, that an offioer of the Elbe 
saw a greon light, on tho port bow bolonging 
to the vessel which it is alleged waa trying 
to out across their bows. Tho Crathie, it is 
now certainly known, is tho ship which 
struck tho liner and senr her to tho bottom. 

Greenham, the English pilot of tho Elbe, 
who is ono of tho survivors, mado tho fol- 
lowing statement to-day: "When I camo 
on tho deck of the Elbo Capt. Von Gocsael 
was on the bridge in charge. Tho first or- 
der was to awing tho boats out. Then camo 
an order Buminoning everybody on dock and 
sending tho crow to their stations. This 
was followed by another command for the 
women and children to go to tho starboard 
boats. Tho women and children woro to bo 
saved first. These orders were given by tho 
captain himaolfand wore repeated by first 
officer Wilheim, Tho next order given was 
for lowering tho boats. Thero waa no con- 
fusion among the orow or in tho giving of 
onlore, nor waa thero any panto among tho 
pasaongers or crow. A high sea waa running 
and thero wob n strong E S E. wind blowing 
It was bitterly cold, there having been 19 
degreos of froat (centigrade) since 
the morninjj boforo. The luuyards of the 
boat grips woro frr/.on BtilF and hod to be 
ohopped away to save time, though this 
would have been dono anyway in ovent of a 
collision. Tho Elbo went down lu two min- 
utes after wo (mailed away from her aide." 

William Wright, skipper of the fishing 
Bmuck Wildfl )wer, says : " We were east, 
southeast of Lowestoft with our trawling 
gear down, when about 11 o'clock yeBtorday 
morning I saw a ship's lifoboat a milo away. 
Tho boat's mast was naked, but I saw some- 
thing from her stern. Water was breaking 
over the boat. I watched hor closely, her 
occupants scorned to think I was going to 
loavo them, bo I waved my hat. It took us 
half an hour to get up our trawling gear, 
and in tho mean timo tho boat was drifting 
away from us. When I got oloso to thorn I 
oast thorn a rope, but thoy woro so cold and 
wot and numb that thoy could not make it 
faBt for somo time. Wo pullod them around 
to tho side of the smaok, and about half of 
thorn jumpod aboard, but tho strain caused 
by tho heavy sea parted tho rope, and tho 
remaindor onco moro driftod away. Event- 
ually we made another lino fast, ami four 
moro of tho unfortunatoi woro dragged in, 
leaving a woman and four men in 
tho boat. Tho woman lay in tho water in 
tho bottom of tho boat. Sho woro a long 
coat, but had on noithor boots nor dresB, 
and Pilot Greonham helped her to got on 
board tho smaok. Just as all had boarded 
tho smack tho lino again parted and the 
boat was lost. I got tho woman bolow 
and asked nil tho others to go to tho engine 
room while Bho look off her olotheB and 
wrapped horBolf in dry blanketB, I am Buro 
another hour's exponuro in the boat would 
havo killed Borne of them, for thero were aix 
inches of ico on my deok." 

Tho survivors of tho Elbe's orow Btarted 
for London at 4:15 thiB afternoon. Steer- 
ago passenger Bothen said that aftor tho 
strange vosbgI struok the Elbo Bho sheered 
off and steered in a semi-cirolo around tho 
Elbe, bab did not oomo uear her, though 



had iho dono bo she could have res- 
cued a large number of those on board, 
the sinking Bhip. This sooma to be the 
version of soveral others of the survivors. 
Jan Vovera, another of those savod, says 
that when he laat saw the Elbo sho was 
listed over to port and her boats woro high 
in tho air. Tho tug Despatoh roturned to 
Lowestoft this afternoon, having proceeded 
forty.fivo miles in her search for any por- 
sons who may havo been fortunate enough 
to get away from the Elbe in the missing 
boat or by dinging to tho wreokago. The 
Despatoh reports that nothing was seen of 
either tho beats or the wrockage. 

Tho storm iB now raging more wildly th»n 
over. It iB impossible that any small boat 
could have lived in the heavy oea, or if it 
should have woathered tho gale that any of 
its occupants have aurvivod tho bitter cold 
until this time. A groat deal of adverse 
oommont Is oaused by tho faob that out of 
twenty persons Baved from tho Elbe fifteon 
of them belong to tho ship's crow and that 
the boat in which thoy saved themselves 
contained only one woman and no children. 
Attompta havo beon mado by somo of tho 
Burvivors to account for this, but in no oase 
in a satisfactory way. Evon tho Bolitary 
woman who waa saved was not originally 
taken into the boat, but was picked up in 
tho water after tho boat had puthed away 
from tho Binking ship, greatly against tho 
wiahoBof Bomo of tho occupants ol tho boat. 

Tho owner at Aberdeon of tho etoamahip 
(Jrathio, which ia beliovod to have run into 
and sunk tho Elbo, haa received abritf lelo- 
gram from tho captain at Masalua, stating 
that the Crathlo's bow was terribly cruBhed 
by tho impact of tho vessel with tho Elbe, 
and that tho Crathie was in a siuking con- 
dition whon Bho reached MobsIub. The cap- 
tain was below at tho time of the collision 
and tho mate was in chorgo of tho veBsel. 
Tho latter hus mado a statement to tho cap- 
tain that ho haB no knowlodgo whatever as 
to tho Dame of the vessel with which the 
Crathie collided. Hia own vessel was so 
terribly damaged that its condition called 
for the undivided attentions of tho officers 
and the entire crew, all of whom had to bond 
their enorgiea to aaving their ship and thoir 
own lives. Thoro was, 'he mato adda, a 
dense fog at tho time, and tho vessel with 
which tho Crathie had collided was lost to 
view in the mist almost immediately aftor 
the crush. 

Mr. Carl Hoffmann, of Grand Island, 
Nebraska, refutes thiB statement by making 
tho assertion in addition to his already 
published statement that if tho vesBel 
which camo into collision with tho Elbe had 
Btood by tho sinking ship a majority of the 
paesongera might have been saved, as the 
Elbe stood porfeotly Btill for many minutes 
after tho impaot. Prior to this, however, 
discipline was maintained and there could 
have been no difficulty in tranBforring the 
passongers. 

A deapatoh to Lloyds from Robtordam, 
saya the Crathie left MssbIub at 10 o'olock 
the night of January 29 for 
Aberdeen and returned there at 
p.m., January 30 damaged. 
She roportod having been in collision with a 
"argo unknown steamer, whioh her officers 
thought waa probably an Amorican liner. 
Tho Crathio'a stem was completely gone, 
having been oarriad away to tho third 
frame, bub she waa perfectly light and had 
made no water. The colliaion, according to 
the officers of tho Crathio, occurred between 
five and six o'clook on the morningof January 
30. Ono of the crew of the Crathio was in- 
jured by the collision, Capt. Gordon, of 
tho Crathie, Bays that the oteamer 
with whioh the ship oame into 
collision was lost Bight of im- 
mediately after the vesoola camo together, 
and it was thought she had proceeded. Tho 
Crathie remained in the vicinity for two 
hours and then returned to Rotterdam, au it 
wus foored that she could not keep afloat. 
Tho socond offioer of the Crathie eaid that 
immediately aftor tho collision the Bhip 
struck by tho Crathie burned blue and red 
lights. Similar Bignala woro roturned by 
tho Crathio, his belief being that no assist- 
ance waa required on either aide. The 
Crathio'a ollicora say that tho Bhip with 
whlah tho Crathie waa in oolliaion waa a 
largo steamer with two funnels. 

A despatch from Bremen saya tho Elbo 
had on board 'A2i passongers, of whom 149 
woro officers and orow, 30 cabin paBaongers 
and 125 steerage passongera. Of the passen- 
gers eighteen woro children. Tho owners 
of tho Elbo havo recoived tho following tele- 
gram from tho Emporor'a aido-do camp : 
Tho Kaiaor and Kaiserln havo hoard with 
tho deepest emotion of tho torrible disaster 
hioh haa befallon tho Elbo, and oxpress 
their warmest sympathy and hoartfelt con- 
dolence." 

When questioned this evening as to tho 
onduct of the crow after tho collision, all 
tho survivors of the Elbo ugroed that tho 
officers and Boamon woro very cool und self- 
possossed. Eugono Sohlagel, a second cabin 
passenger on tho Elbe, suid tho crow seemed 
to bo working with perfect discipline. I 
no boat filled with passengers and bo- 
iove it cloared tho ship. " I left my Bister 
to go buck to tho port side and I did not 
bgo hor again. It wob a torrible rush for 
ife," ho aaid, " a atrugglo for places in tho 
boat which waa pickod up by tho Wild- 
"owor." 

Tho surviving oflicora of tho Elbo do- 
nounco the story of tho Crathio'a officers as 
pure invontion. Tho English pilot, Greon- 
ham, said, " It is a black lio. Thoro wob 
no fog. It waa quito clear and tho lights of 
aeverul smacks were viaiblo four or fivo 
miles off." 

For tho laBt twonty-four houra tho Bur- 
vivora and crow have, it iB Bald, boen 
watched cloaoly to prevent thoir making an 
unofliolal Btatomont. Tho examination iB 
expe ctod to bo a long ono. Ib ia underatood 
tho German consul will opon the inquiry 
hore to-morrow. Tho agents of tho owners 
and tho insurance company and tho offioera 
of the admiralty and board of trade will be 
present. All tho orew left In I<owoBtofb the 
clothea which they had worn in tho final 
Btruggle for life, and woro auita givon thorn 
by Consul Brudbor.

Ottawa, Jan. 31.— Thomas J. Waiters, 
acting commiBBionor of auBtoms, appeared in 
bho polioo oourb this morning to answer to 
the ohargo of defalcation sworn out by A. 
P. Sherwood, commissioner of Dominion po- 
lice. Mr. Hcgg, of O'Connor & Hogg, ap- 
peared for the Crown and A. Ferguson 
for Mr. Wattors. Tho case waa pat off for 
hearing on February 7 und no evidonco was 
taken. Mr. Wattera gave tho same bail as 
yoaterdoy. 

Commissioner Sherwood, who laid tho In- 
formation, saya in tho churge that ho haa 
juat causo to Buspoct and believe that 
Thomas J. Wattors did unlawfully take 
from Her Mojeaty the Queen, on January 
17, 1894, tho turn of §93, tho proporty of 
Her Majesty the Queen in right of her Dom- 
inion of Canada, and further Bams, namely, 
on April 28, $94 ; Juno 15, $90; and August 
G, £90. 

Further, that tho aaid ThomusJ. Wattors 
ia employed as acting commissioner of ous- 
toms at Ottawa, and in rosp-ct- of the 
execution of the duties of Baid office, oertaln 
salaries wore payable and paid to tho said 
Thomas J. Wattors, of Hor Majesty tho 
Queon. 

That it waa part of tho duties of the said 
ThomaB J, Watters in the exeoution of his 
office to account to Her Majesty the Queon 
for all moneys which oame into hiB hands in 
connection with the business and adminis- 
tration of the department of customs of 
Canada at Ottawa, and tho deponent says 
that tho said Thomoa J. Wattera while ao 
occupying the aaid offico of acting commia- 
aionor, did receive from tho Wabash Rail- 
road Co. certain bank drafta for tho aevoral 
sums at tho dateB mentioned, and which 
drafts were the property of Her Majesty 
tho Quoen and should havo been accounted 
for to Her MojoBty, but the said 
Thomas J. Wattors. contrary to and in 
breach of the duties and trusts of hiB 
aaid office, and in fraud of Her Majesty tho 
Queen, obtained and procured the money 
upon eaoh of the eaid drafts, and used and 
employed the samo for his own purpOEoa, 
oontrary to tho statute in such cases mado 
and provldod. 

The above is sworn to before M. O'Gara, 
polioe magistrate. Watters went up to hia 
office in tho Western block ofter the polico 
oourt proceedings, and finding ib in posses- 
sion of tho Dominion police made no attempt 
to enter. While in the department Watters 
was handed a letter from Controller Wallace 
suspending him from duty. 

Henry Morrick, of Morriakvllle, has been 
appointed a post office Inspector for Ontario, 
in succession to F. D. Barwiok, resigned. 

The government, following out the pledges 
made laeb session, are cubting down the 
mounted police force, both officers and men. 
Superintendents MacDonnell and Norman 
and Inspectors Oliver and Hopkins will bo 
placed on the retired list from May next.

IN INFORMAL SESSION. 

Thfl City Council Determines to Adhere to 
Monday's Resolution Regarding Adjudi- 
cation on the Filter Red Plans. 

Mayor Teaguo and all the members of tho 
aldormanio board excepting Aid. Wilson, 
who was absent, met in special and informal 
RssBion yesterday, tho filter bed piano boing 
onco moro tho subjaot of discussion. The 
Mayor in opening announoed that ho had 
reoeived word from City Engineer Keating, 
of Toronto, expressing his wllllngnuso to 
undertake the tail; of giving judgment upon 
the plana submitted in competition, and 
stating that he would require to be paid 
$100 per day for his aorvicea while ao em- 
ployed. He had not seen hia brother en- 
gineer of Hamilton and could not apeak for 
him. 

Ald Williams did not think there was 
a man on tho continent of America worth 
§100 a day to Victoria in connection with 
thoso planB, and this opinion waa shared by 
Aid. Bragg, the latter gentleman remarking 
that no ono could Bay how long the 
two Eastern engineers would be in coming 
to ft conclusion. They might and probably 
would tako their timo about it whon that 
time wan §100 per day. 

His Worship tho Mayor did not ogreo 
with this inferoDce, and observed that the 
services of experts wore not to bo had for 
nothing. Skilled engineers could not be 
lookod upon as ordlnury professional men ; 
their servicoa sometimes commanded aa 
much aa $500 p?r day. 

Ald. Macmillan and Humphroy agreed 
that if tho work waa to bo done it should bo 
well dono. Even if tho aeloction of tbo best 
plan involved an outlay of 81,000 or even 
double that auni, it waa better to pay It 
than to spend tho $100,000 to no purpoao. 

General diacuaslon of the situation fol- 
lowed and it waa finally agreod — Aid. Bragg 
and Williams objecting, unlosa tho number 
of daya was agreed to ao as not to involve 
the city in too great an oxpondituro without 
knowing tho oust — thot tho plans should bo 
»ont forward in accordance with tho resolu- 
tion of laat Monday, as eoon ub City En- 
gineer Wilmot uhe.Il havo prepared tho 
necessary accompanying and oxplanntory 
data. Engineer Joseph Powell, of Hamil- 
ton, will no doubt bo hoard from iu tho 
meantime.

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FRUIT GROWERS' ASSOCIATION 



Instructive nud Interesting Papers 
Presented at Their Annual Con- 
vention in Victoria. 



What Successful Practical Men Have 
Learned by Their Every Bay 
Experiences. 

Tho following oxoollont papora proaoutod 
at the reoont ineetinp of tho Horticultural 
and Fruit Growera' Association did not re- 
ceive publication at tho timo for laok of 
space : 

INSECTS THAT DESTROY TESTS. 

The following paper by Mr. R. M. 
Palmor, inspector of fruit treco, ia of special 
intercut in thin province, and waa in conse- 
quence hoard with much satisfaction : 

So far aa inseot postB aro conoerned, I 
have hopes that in course of timo wo may bo 
ablo to do without so much apraying aa ia 
now required to keep them in check, by the 
introduction of beneficial InBecta which 
prey on thoao injurious to fruit and fruit 
trons. 

In California this question haB received a 
great deal of attention ; the atate has voted 
at diffaront times largo sumo of money for 
the purpoou of finding and introducing tho 
natural enemies of tho various itiBecta in- 
jurious to fruit and fruit treoB, which have 
been brought to that Stato with, in some in- 
stances, very striking success. A fow years 
ago ih 3 cottony cushion scale, originally 
from Australia, inoreaacd so rapidly that 
it threatened to destroy theifruit industry 
of Lower California, also attacking al- 
most every variety of trees and plants. 
Professor Koebelo was sent to Australia to 
find out how this peat was kept in subjec- 
tion there, and found tho Australian lady- 
bird, vedalia cardinaliB, wherever the 
cottony cushion scale existed, feeding upon 
it and effectually kooping it in check. Pro- 
fessor Koebelo brought back with him a 
good stock of this ladybird ; they woro 
propagated and disseminated throughout 
tho inleoted districts, with tho result that 
they lucreasod very fast and in timo almost 
exterminated tho scale insects. Sinco then, 
whenever this insect makes its appearance, 
colonlea of ladybirds aro sent to feed upon 
them. Later almost similar rosults aro 
being obtained with the black scale (lecanium 
olex) from tho introduction of tho black 
ladybird (rhizobiua vontralis), and in many 
caBos tho droadod San Joso soalo is fed upon 
and kept in oheck by other ladybirds also 
introduced from Australia, which country 
Beems to be the natural homo of many in- 
Becta, and also, fortunately, of their natural 
onemies. 

Coming to cur own necessities, it ia found 
that the ladybirds usually f jund in British 
Columbia, whilo feeding freely on tho com- 
mon green aphie, are not at all partial to 
that pest so often found in apple orchards, 
the woolly aphic, and if wingod ladybirds 
are placed on treea infected with this pest 
they will fly away to moro congonial food, 
but if we take the larvae or grubs of thi'so 
ladybirda and put them on infected trees 
they will probably food on tho woolly aphis, 
and so may tho mature ladybirda whioh aro 
hatched, and I hope that Bomo of you who 
aro troubled with woolly aphis will try this 
plan next summer. 

I have tho prnmiso of a colony of another 
variety of lady-bird from Mr. Alexander 
Craw, entomologist for tho California Stato 
Board of Horticulture, which ho Bays feeds 
voraciously on the woolly aphis. It is 
known as the hippodamia oonvergens or con- 
vergent lady-bird, and I hopo will prove 
valuable in British Columbia, and in Oregon 
I heard of a beetle (the podabrua cornea) bo- 
longing to the lampyridao (fireflies) which 
ate up both woolly and green aphis In great 
numbera, and in the Willamette valley 
greenfinches (introduced from England four 
years ago) are getting numerous and report- 
ed as feeding on the aphis. 

Again many fruit trees, espeoially pears, 
have aufferod bo muoh from over-bearing, 
neglect, and fungus diseases, that it will 
take two or moro seasons to got tho treea in 
to a healthy condition again, and they often 
require fertilizing as much as Bpraying. For 
this purpoao nothing ia bettor than wood 
ashes and soapsuds. And I frequently 
como across fruit troes of all kinds, so grown 
up with moss and lichen, with bark diseased 
and partially rotten, which aro Bimply 
breeding places for insect pests and fungous 
diseases, u constant menace and source of 
danger to healthy orchards in their vicinity, 
and Buch trees Hhould bo destroyed by fire, 
root and branch. 

Tho usual formula for Bordeaux mlxturo 
is four pounds each of lime and bluestone 
in 50 gallons of water, and directions for its 
preparation aro' given in tho rules of the 
board of horticulture and the roport of this 
association. Tho Bordeaux mixture should 
always be made fresh, as it deteriorates by 
keeping, but to fnoilitato matters where it 
is required on a largo soale, a stock solution 
of bluealono may bo made and kept ready 
for use. For instance, to make 'JO gallonB 
stock solution bluestone, have a barrel 
marked (or 20 gallons, then suspend ■!() 
pounds bluemonc in a bnskot or saok just 
below this mark and add wator up to tho 
mark. Tho bluestone dissolves much more 
rapidly if suspended than if simply put in 
tho bot tom of tho barrel, in fact cold water 
may bo used if tho solution ia allowed to 
Stand for a day or so. When dissolved this 
will give you two pounds of bluestone in 
oaoh gallon. 

Mark a barrel in tho samo way at 20 
gallcno for your stock lima paste. Slack 40 
pounda of lime and run into the barrel and 
add water up to tho 20 gullon mark. When 
Btirrod each gallon will contain two pounds 
of lirno. Now it is a very easy matter when 
you know tho cipaoity of your spraying 
tank or barrel to moaeuro off tho quantities 
of limo und bluestone r< quired, and add tho 
nocessary water for diluting to tho proper 
strength, being careful to atir the limo mix- 
ture before using. 

Strain everything that goes into your 
spraying tank or barrel through burlap or 
wire sieve. Keep tho burrola holding stock 
solutions well covered up. 

OUR i'LCM MARKET IN THE NORTHWEST A.'.'D 
THE CO OPERATION OF FKUIT GROWERS 

is tho title of a capital papor presoutod by 
Mr. G. W. Henry : 

When wo hold tho quartorly meeting of 
this society in AgasBiz laat sutnmor, I gave 
you Bomo notes on tho workings of our 
Fruit Growers' Association at Mission City 
and our success with shipmonts of straw- 
berries and olhur small fruits to tho markets 
of the Northwest. I also at that timo pro- 
mised to, at my noxt opportunity, givo you 
Bomo account of how our plums wero 
received in those markets, as wo at thut 
timo hud not begun to ship this fruit. 

Pluma and prunes uro without doubt the 
g'oab fruitB of tho coaBt, Thoro is probably 
no country in tho world where thoy can be 
grown bo prolifioally and to auch porfootion 
us in Britmh Columbia. It is thoroforo of 
tho greatest importanoo for us to know 
whethor a good and convenient market can 
ho found whero wo oan profitably dispone of 



all thcBu fruits whioh wo can so well grow, 
I have for tho last numbor of years, in faot 
ever Binco tho Canadian Pacific railway waa 
opened, shipped moro or lead pluma and 
other fruita each season in a privato way 
into tho Northwest, but to only a fow of tho 
towiiB, and in no way extonsively. Tho 
paat season ia the first timo our anaociation 
has taken up this work oo-operativoly and 
to aiy oxtont. In trying to open theso 
markets in tho towns and cities heretofore 
untouched, wo found tho dealers aa a rule 
doubtful as to tho quality of our fruit und 
tho manner in which it would be put up. 

An unfavorable impression of British Col- 
umbia fruit seoms to have boen in circula- 
tion somewhat generally throughout that 
ojuntry. Wo had this prejudice to contend 
with, and thoro woro reasons alBo why tho 
past season waa not fia favorable aa it might 
havo been for opening up this trade. Tho 
very dull times being experienced thoro as 
elsewhere was muoh against it. Many peo- 
ple who would otherwise havo used 
much fruit wero obliged to do without such 
high priced luxuries as they must bo in that 
country. Again, tho crop of plums in 
Ontario was nover before known to bo so 
largo, and tho cropa in Oregon, Washington 
and California wero also largo. Carloads of 
piuma wore thua boing shipped from thoao 
placos into Winnipeg and Uienco distributed 
throughout the country. Different peoplo 
huvo informed mo that never before havo 
they known plums nearly bo cheap there aa 
tho past soason. No doubt had wo sent out 
sample paok»gos gratia to tho varioua deal- 
ers in tho different towns wo oould havo 
much moro quickly deatroyed thia unfavor- 
able impression which exiated in regard to 
our fruit, and havo moro readily opened the 
markets for our pluma in the future. 

Unfortunately our fruit growera havo not 
arrived at that happy and h pud for condi- 
tion when they will not need to value tho 
price of a fow paokagco of lino fruit. So I 
did not find the members of our association, 
even with the alluring hopes I held out to 
thorn ub to tho favorable results which wero 
uuro to follow tho Introduction of our plums 
into these markets, quito willing to tako tho 
chances for the futuro good to bu recoived, 
by Bonding froo of charge their first fine 
fruit, for which they could of courso got 
ready sale in our homo markets. On tho 
contrary, I think they mostly wanted 
higher priceB than oould bo hud at homo. 
Wo, however, sent out quotations and let- 
ters to about all tho dealers in fruit in 
Manitoba and the Territories, and although 
our prices wero iu variably CO D. we 
received a groat many ordora for aample 
ahipmontB —fully aa many aa could bo ex- 
pected from those conditions and the faota 
of tho high exproBS charges they would have 
to pay. Another disadvantage wo labored 
under was that our plums were nearly all 
In our immediate neighborhood varie ios 
that ripened very closoly together, con- 
sequently by the timo that we could got 
word back after Bending out Bample ship- 
ments of ripe fruit tho crop would be fur 
advaucod. Our members at Laducr'd Land- 
ing, Port Moody and other places helped us 
out in these matters somewhat by Bending a 
quantity of tine peach plums first of r.e 
season, and having some Pond's Seedlii < 
and Felleuburg to send after thoao noare/ 
home woro all gono. 

Wo found aloo that somo varietioa riponed 
around Mission City about a week in ad- 
vonco of those at theso other placea, which 
also helpod to distributo tho fruit moro oven- 
ly through tho soason und showed a good 
point in favor of co operation in this work. 
In faot, I am oonvincod from the experience 
of tho pait BeuBon that in no way could our 
growera huvo got tho same amount of plums 
into tho markets of tho Northwest ut so 
great an advantago to themselves. Now, 
regarding tho success of our plumB when 
they arrived at these distant markets, I 
could road you lottor after lettor from tho 
variouu doalora to whom we shippod ex- 
pressing tho greatest satisfaction as to the 
condition of tho fruit, and as to the attrac- 
tive manner in which it was put up. Imme- 
diately the first shipments woro roceived at 
Winnipeg telegram mcssagos came back for 
us to ship carloadB at once if possible. Thia 
wo found it was too late in tho season for us 
to do, aa the bulk of tho fruit had bocomo 
too ripe, and wo also found wo oould 
dispose of all our good marketable 
plums at good prices, shipping by express 
aa wo bad boen doing, with leas risk. 

Our firat shipment of plums for the Beason 
was made on August 15, and from that date 
until nearly the end of September daily wo 
hud shipments going forward, whilst long 
after they wore all done wo oontinued to re- 
ceive orders for more. Wo shipped olto- 
gether to some forty-five doalors, and put 
our fruit into the markets of thirty towns 
and cities of the Northwest. Wo thus 
covered considerable ground, although our 
total shipments might not bo called vory ex- 
tensive They amounted to about eighteen 
tons of plumB or nearly two carloads, and 
when you estimate the express charges paid 
on thut fruit, it means quito » little sum to 
tho express company, atjleast $1,100. Wo got 
tho express company to lowor their rates 
at about un average of IA oenta per pound, 
bnt thoy aro atill too high. 

ft will interest you aomowhut to know 
what prioeu wo realize for these plums, for 
as boforo intimated, Iruit growers hero 
havo not got to that advanced stage yot at 
which they can afford to grow fruit for 
glory alono. Our fruit wub all, with tho 
exception of what was shipped into Winni- 
peg, billed at a certain price f. o. b. at our 
own station. We regulated thoao prices 
somewhat of course by our local markets, 
but certaiuly not by tho prlcoa recoived for 
fruit slaughtered in those home markets, 
whether from tho fault of the grower having 
shipped thorn in a poor oondition or tho 
dealer having beon overloaded. 

Our prices for tho varioua kinds avoragod 
us follows : Bradshaw, Yellow Fgg and 
other largo middle seesou pluma, •! cents per 
pound ; Green G Lombards and other 
medium aha variu-tcl, 3 cents per pound ; 
Poach Plum (largo early) and Pond's Seed- 
ling (largo late), 5 cents per pound. Thiso, 
I may say, ore ulso tho prices rocoivod by 
our members, with tho exception in somo 
cases of a little ohargo by tho shipper forhiB 
trouble. 

I havo told you with what satisfaction tho 
dealers receivod the fruits. I have now to 
tell you with what eatlBfac'lon tho growers 
recoived tho prices for tholr fruit, especially 
as they know that many people lost thoir 
plums entirely tho past season, oithor by 
lotting them rot on the ground or after ex- 
penses woro paid whon shipped into mar- 
ket, realizing nothing further. 

VVo hold our annual mooting last Satur- 
day.

BRITISH GOLUMlilA'S HISTORY. 

There are very few, even in the Dominion 
of (Janada, who realize howyoung British Col- 
umbia iaaaa civilized oommunity. Fifty yeai" 
ago, except to a few servants of tho HudBon 
Bay Company, not one of tho cities of thia 
Province had an existonoo. Victoria was 
then a Hudson Bay Company's post, situated 
in a country with no other Inhabitants than 
the aboriginal tribes. It waa aa late as 1843 
that Mr. Douglas, then a Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's factor, left Fort Vancouver, in what 
is now the Stato of Crogon, with fifteen 
men to build a new fort on the 
Southern end of tho Ialand of Vancouver, 
at a place called Camosun. ThiB is how 
the country is described by Mr. Alexander 
Begg in tho History of British Columbia 
which he bus just published : 

" The view landwards was enchanting. 
Before them lay a vast body of land upon 
whioh no whito man then stood ; not a hu- 
man habitation waa in sight; nob a beast, 
scarcely a bird. Even the gentlo murmur 
of tho voiooleBB wood waa drowned by the 
gentle beating of the surf upon the shore. 
There was something specially charming, 
bewitohing, in the place. Though wholly 
natural it did not seem so. It was not at 
all like puro art, but it was as though nature 
and art had combined to map and make ono 
of tho most pleasing prospects in tho world." 

Thia is a picture of what was to be the 
Bite of tho city of Viotoria, drawn not quite 
fifty-two years ago. Wo loam from 
Mr. Begg'a history that the development 
of the settlement which was destiued In a 
comparatively short time to bocomo a city, 
was what muBt have appeared to tho early 
colonists diacouragingly slow. At tho ond 
of ten years Victoria and tho country im- 
mediately surrounding it had only three 
hundred inhabitants. Tho whito popula- 
tion of tho whole colony waa then only 450. 
Besides tho 1)00 in and around Viotoria 
thoro wero 125 in Nanaimo, and 25 at Fort 
Ruport. In 1853 tho colonies of ICastorn 
British America wero, comparatively speak- 
ing, old. Thoy wore dotted with cities and 
towns, and had long onjoyed tho advantages 
of Belf-got>ernmont. The aroa of cultivated 
land in them was very largo, and thoir com- 
morco waa quite oonBldorablo. But wo 
loarn from tho history boforo us that British 
Columbia aa a colony had then only com- 
menced its existence 

It is interesting to traco in tho pagos of 
Mr. Begg's History the growth and dovolop- 
mont of tnis far Westorn colony. The men 
who managed its affairs woro for a long time 
tho ofi'ioors of tho Hudson's Jl ly Company. 
Tho chief among thorn was James Douglas, 
af forwards Sir James Douglas. Those men, 
without any training in statecraft, woro 
ablo ond judicious administrators. Thoy 
woro a handful of whito men in tho midst of 
thousands of Biwugos. There woro ocoisions 
when tho Indians outnumbered them moro 
than a hundred to ono, and yot tho garrison 
of Fort Viotoria, ovon when disputes and 
disagreements aroso — whioh, to their credit 
bo la said, was soldoin— hold their own, and 
that, too, without resorting to violonoo. 
Mr. Bogg givos oxamplos of tho way in 
which tho Into Mr. Finlayaon, by his firm- 
noBS and hiB good judgment, aottlod what 
might have boon a vory sorioua diBputo with 
his Indian neighbors. The Company had 



imported a number of oxen to aid them in 
the work of building the fort and 
cultivating the land. Tho Indians were 
greatly porplexed over this Btrange phe- 
nomenon. Thoy were nob particularly well 
pleased to see the oxen taking the place of 
women in doing tho hard work of the com- 
munity. It was difficulb too for them to 
comprehend how men could have property 
in tho boasta of tho field. Tho animals, 
largo as well as small, that woro in the coun- 
try, they looked upon ob tho proporty of tho 
successful hunter. They regarded tho oxen 
and tho cows of the white men in tho samo 
light, and although warned not to kill or to 
hurt them they aoted with roepoot to them 
according to their own lights. 

"The temptation," says Mr. ISagg, "waa 
too strong, A band of Cowiohans under 
Chief Taoughilam, who had come down from 
the North on a plundering expedition, had 
enoampod in tho vicinity of tho fort. They 
quiotly holpod themBolvoa to some of the 
beat of the working oxon and lived sumptu- 
ously. Tho fort builders having need of 
thoir cattle found only the remains of thoir 
faithful asaiatants, with traces of tho oar- 
Okses having been conveyed to tho Cowiouun 
oamp. 

" Finiayaon deBpatohed a messenger to tho 
chief demanding delivery of the offenders or 
payment for tho slain animals. Tho savage 
indignantly replied : 

" 1 What, theae animals youra ? Did you 
make them ? I consider them all tho pro 
porty of naturo, and whatover nature aendi 
mo that I slay and eat, asking no ques- 
tions. ' Tho messenger replied: 'Theae 
cittlo wero brought from beyond the groat 
sea ; they boloog to thoao who brought 
thorn, and unless you make propor restitu- 
tion the gates of tho fort will bo oloaed 
against you.' ' Close your gateB if you 
like,' Bhouted tho chief in a groat rage, ' and 
I will batter them down. CIobo your gates 
forsooth ! Think you wo did not livo bo- 
foro tho whito man oamo, und think you we 
should die wero ho swept from thoso 
Bhores ! ' " 

The indignant chief meant what ho said. 
Ho sent messengers to the neighboring 
chiefs. They had a pow wow, and they de- 
termined to teach the whito keeper of the 
fort a lesson that ho and his men would not 
readily forgot. They assembled in force in 
front of the fort, and commenced their at- 
tack by discharging their muskots at it 
from a safe distanoo. Mr. Finlayson or- 
dered his men to rofrain from firing a shot 
in roturn. When thoy found that their am- 
munition waa being wasted thoy oeaeed fir- 
ing. When all was quiet Mr. Finlayaon ap 
peared upon the bastion, and making signs 
that he wanted to speak to the chief, he 
quietly remonstrated with tho noble rod 
man on the folly of what he and his tribe 
wore doing, and In order to show 
him what ho oould do if ho were so minded 
ha' said to him " Know you nob I oould 
with ono motion of my finger blow you all 
into tho bay? And I will do it, too. Soo 
your houses yonder I " "And instantly upon 
the word a nine-pounder belched forth with 
aatounding noiao a load of grape ahot, tear- 
ing into splinters tho cedar lodge at which 
it waa pointed." 

Mr. Finlayson had previously aont a 
friendly Indian to the lodge who spread a 
report whiah so frightoned tho women and 
ohildren who woro In it that they ran off to 
the woods, and it waa not until ho saw the 
man's algnal that he ordered tho cannon to 
be discharged. The Indians woro ao sur- 
prised by the mischief done by tho cannou 
and, no doubt, by tho torrifio noise it made, 
that they soon camo to terms and paid for 
the cattle thoy had killed. 

It waa owing to thia humane and olevor 
way of dealing with the Indians, aa well ua 
their honesty and thoir truthfulness, that 
the servants of the Hudson's Bay Company 
were, in Vancouver Ialand us well aa in all 
the Northern part of tho Continent, ao suc- 
cessful In dealing with the native tribes. 

Mr. liegg in a plain and unpretentious, 
though it may bo in a rather diecuraive way, 
tolls tho atory of British Columbia's discov- 
ery, early settlement and later development 
His book contains a great deal of informa 
tion not readily accessible; much of it is 
edifying and ontortaiuing reading, and it 
will he of groat value as a work of roferonco. 

It is, besides, a vory neat book, well print- 
od and well bound. It ie illustrated by tho 
portraits of many men who wore notablo at 
different periods of tho colony's history, and 
thoro ia in it, too, an excellent map of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway on which aro 
marked in red lines tho routes takou by the 
oarly explorers of tho Hudson liay Company. 
Tho book ia evidently tho product of hard 
and conaciontiouB labor, and la a valuable 
addition to tho historical works of tho Do- 
minion of Canada. 



This sounds like business, but slnco It does 
it is likely to be rejeotod by the money 
oranka in CongreBa. 

FOOLISH PREDICTIONS. 

It la said that it is never too lato to mend. 
If that is true thoro may bo Bome hope thab 
tho organ of the Oppoalbion will Bomo day 
aoo the foolishneBS and the futdity of 
bragging about tho strength of its party and 
about tho curulnty of its boing elovated to 
power at ihe next general eleotion. Any- 
ono who baa a partiolo of common aenao 
knowB perfectly well thab thoro is no ono in 
or aboub tho Times office who can 
toll what ia to happen in tho 
political world of this Dominion during 
tho next threo months, or oven 
tho next threo weeka. Tho event in poli- 
tics often dlaappointa and disconcortB the 
most sagacious and far-Beeing of politicians. 
The oaroful caloulatioua of the best-informed 
may by the occurrence of eomo unforeaeen 
evont or aomo apparonb accident bo com- 
pletely ruined. What then are tho guoaaoa 
of a ahallow electioneering schemer worth — 
guoraoswhicharomadoto keop some waveiiug 
electors up to tho mark, or to undermine tho 
faith of a fow undooidod opponents in the 
Buccoss of thoir party ? Tho oontidonoo 
which our contemporary affeots juat 
now is simply absurd. It oannot have 
tho slightest notion what tho cffdOt that 
tho introduction of tho Manitoba aohool 
quostion will havo on tho relative position 
of parties in tho country. That it will havo 
an effect, and a serious effeot, any ono who 
has a head on hiB shoulders must see. That 
Mr. Laurier has been of this opinion could 
havo been Been by tho very cautious way in 
which ho treated that question on his speech- 
making tour. If ho considered it a very 
ticklish question while it was boforo the 
Privy Council for decision, It is cortain thab 
ho will regard it still moro ticklish now that 
it has boon decided, and has become in Domin' 
ion politics what it ia tho fashion to call a 
burning question. Thoro aro, or wo aro 
vory groatly mistaken, othor Llboral poli- 
ticians beaideB Mr. Laurier who, Bincu tho 
decision of tho Committee of tho Privy 
Council haB been proclaimed, feel them- 
selves in a " very awkward position indeed." 
It ia not tho Leader of tho Liberal party 
alone who will havo to deolare himself on 
thab question definitely if there is to bo a 
general eleotion, bub evory one of hia par- 
liamentary colleagues and followers. They 
will all have to faco the music or step down 
and out. There is no blotting that out. 
And knowing this tho Times is foolish 
enough to crow about tho reault of a goncra' 
election !

THE GREAT GOLD SIEVE. 

Tho United States Treasury has bcoomo 
a Biovo through which gold slips out 
almost as fast as it ia put In.

Tho President ia tired 
of this borrowing business. He sees that it 
does no permanent good. Ho suggests that 
tho Govornmont givo bouds boariug interest 
for the gold it borrows and that tho bondB 
cannot bo prosontod for redemption until 
thoy mature, which will bo Bay fifty yoara 
hc-jce. Tho Secrotttry of tho Treasury 
might bo pormitlod to roooivo oithor gold or 
Treasury notoa for tho bonds, but tho notoa 
paid in should bo immediately oanoellod.

At tho 
timo tho action waa taken ho realized that it 
was technically correct, but suoh 
returns woro never made. On tho 
impuleo of tho moment ho went up 
to Mr. Molnnes' office and asked for an ex- 
planation, stating that tho returns were 
nominal. Mr. Molnnes said : " Wo are 
acting undor tho instruotionB of persons who 
consider themselves aggrieved over tho 
actiona of your court and tho oflicera under 
you. Wo will ahow you that they havo 
tried to got their coniplainta inquired into 
but fiilod as ho, Mr. Planta, aa polico com- 
misaonor had refuBed to go into tho matter." 
The witneas urged that ho knew of no 
reason for complaint, when Mr. Mcltiuoa 
wont on to say tnat tho coniplainta against 
some of tho offioers muat be attended to and 
that they should come beforo the com- 
miBsionora. He (Mr. Planta) pointed out that 
thoro was no commission. It was then said 
that tho constablos wero not regularly ap- 
pointed. Tho witneea telt that it waa hia 
fault that the ollioora wore not properly ap- 
pointed. Ho saw tho groat trouble whioh 
might come out of this. Ho continued : 
" Feeling reluctant to havo thoao men Buffer 
through my oversight, I loft then and went 
to tho sheriff and was aorved. I then went 
to Mr McKeDzio and told him of tho aotion 
and asked him to have tho suit withdrawn, 
offering to meet any expense they had been 
put to in tho matter. The noxt day I oalled 
on Mr. Mclnnei and stared that if any loss 
had been incurred I waa willing to com- 
pensate them. They stated that the amount 
waa $350. I gavo them a chook for §300 
and told thorn to pay tho expense ; they 
took the check and said they wanted to get 
Giliba off tho foroo ; I told them this could 
not bo promised ; Mr. Molnnes was not 
ootlng aa my solicitor until I gavo him that 
oheok ; I don't know if they woro ever my 
eolioitors in faot ; Gibba resigned at tho ond 
of tho yoar ; Chief McKlnnon Bald ho did 
not require moro than one ollicor ; I then 
thought tho ono officer would bo enough, 
and don't know why thoro are now threo 
mon." 

' ,Mr. Bodwell — Did thia como boforo you ? 
A. No. 

Q. Did tho council take tho matter in 
hand ? A. Well, yea. 

Q vVby did the council think more men 
nccesaary ? A. 1 supposo owing to tho 
difference in the aotivity of the ohiefs. 

Q Did you toll Marshall you could not 
get him a position on tho force V A. Yob, 
for I was only one. 

(j How was it that tho men were selectod 
by tho city council? A. Well, they woro 
appointed by tho commisaionera in fact. 

Q Did you got any notifioation of the 
action of tho city oounoil 'i A. YeB, from 
Mr. Quonnell. 

Aftor some further queationa Mr. Planta 
went on to toll tho atory of tho row between 
Brown and McKinnon. 

Q Did you know that tho oounoil had 
beon canvaBeed ? A. No, I aoted unwisely 
in that matter. I should havo laid it over 
for consideration.

Planta, far from humbly oonfeaaing any- 
thing, atood on his mettle and fought hia 
guna with skill and tact.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
First Session of iho Seventh Parliament. 

FORTY-FOURTH DAY. 

Thursday, Jan. 31, 1S9"). 

The Speaker took the chair at 2 p m. 

Prayera by Rev. P. MoF. Maolood. 

Mr. Bryden presented a petition from 770 
minora of Wellington a<;iiinst! tbo 1 > il 1 to 
amend the eoal miue3 regulation not. 

Mb. KlTCUEK moved for a return of the 
crown grants issued from 18S0 to 1S94, 
showing iho name of the grantee, the acre- 
age whether acquired by purchase or pre- 
emption, und chu distriot in which tbo grant 
issituato. Agreed to. 

Hon. Mr Maktin, when the seoond read- 
ing of tho Sunduy obaervanoo bill wua called, 
oppoaud tho measure as not In accord with 
the enlightened spirit of the age. He 
agreed that it would bo woll to Btop work on 
Sunday aa far as possible, but thought that 
pereono who have only that day available 
for purposes of recroation should not be 
arbitrarily deprived of tho opportunity. 
Ho moved the udj mrnment of the debate, as 
eoveral meuibore were not in thoir places. 
Agreed to. 

The houjo went into committee on tho 
drainage and dyking bill (No. 5G— Mr. 
Sword), with Major Mutter ia tho chair. 
Reported oomploto with amendments. 

COAI. MINKS REGULATION. 

The coal n.inoa regulation act amendment 
bill being callod, tho Speaker ordered that 
the petition presented this aftornoon bo 
read now, which was done, and Mr. Hunter 
stated that he would have a petition to 
present to morrow and thereforo asked that 
tho bill ho not now taken up. 

Mb McGregor said ho hud delayed tho 
bill for so long already that ho did not wiah 
to further hold it back, no would proceed to 
move tho second reading He thought tho 
moasure is a necessity, notwithstanding tho 
potitious against it, ua it will provide 
maohluery for carrying out the provisions of 
tho aot passed at tno inatanoe of the Premier 
last session. Ho thought that there ia a 
constantly increasing danger owing to the 
presence of persona in the mines who can- 
not speak or understand English, and who 
through thoir failure to grasp the meaning 
of orders given uro a eouroo of danger 
to all their fellow workmen. It is to give 
tho inspeo'ora authority to exclude such 
persons, of whatever nationality, that the 
bill has beoa introduced. 

Mb. Bryden objected that the bill was 
not sufiinieutly clour ua to how tho examina- 
tion of perBonB supposed to bo duugoroua ia 
to bo carried on ; and ho ruthor thought 
that as it stood it would simply havo the 
offect of'giving any throo persons » loving 
commission to go through mines other than 
those in which they are employe!), not ne- 
oeBsarily for the purpoao of aecuriug tho 
safoty of tho workmen, but perhapB with a 
view to obtaining knowledge of tho mines 
desired by outside persons. Ho did not 
think tho bill would in any way secure 
greater safety than oxista at preaent, and he 
felt convinced tb>t if oil tho mines were 
conducted in tho same way aa those whoro 
tho 770 potitionora against the bill are em- 
ployed, no further precautiona would be re- 
quired. Ho hoped tho house would not see 
fit to pusa the bill. 

Dr Walkem said this bill is tho first at- 
tempt in thia house at honest legislation cm 
behalf of tho mineri.and it ha8 been brought 
in at tho request of a large number who leel 
the need of further precautions to ensure 
thoir safety. Ho ahowed how the lives of 
all tho men employed in a mino may bo en- 
dangered by tho presence of oven ono man 
who oannot understand tbo orders given. 
(The bill simply alms to secure thut all who 
go down into mines to work shall bo suffi- 
ciently akillud that thoy shall not be a 
source of danger to others. Ho could not 
seo how thore oan ho any objsotlon to its 
provisions. It ia framed not only in tho in- 
terests of one company, but in those of tho 
very 770 men who petitioned against it to- 
day, and ho asked if tho houso oould im- 
agine how thoao men oamo to sign such a 
document. Ho hopod the house would not 
bo carried away by any special pleading 
against tho bill, but that rather tho mem- 
bers would consider whether the arguments 
in opposition to it are sufficient to over- 
woigh consideration for tho safety of human 
lives. 

Major Mutter said the queution aa to 
whothor the miuo inspector holds his ap- 
pointment during good boliaviour, or can be 
dismissed at any moment, has an important 
baaring upon this bill. Ho could not see 
any force in the objection atated by Mr. 
Bryden, but rather agreed with tho conton- 
tiona of Dr. Walkem, and thereforo would 
support the bill. 

Hon. Mr Pooley held that this bill has 
nit been introduced at all in the interest of 
the safety of miners, but that it is simply an 
attempt on tho part of ono company to get 
in the thin end of the wedge which may en- 
able them to injure anoth-r company's buai- 
Deaa. Ocourrencea In tho past have shown 
tho tendency of the employes of one mine to 
interfero unjus iii ibly with tho men work- 
ing in anot her. Tho potitionora against tho 
bill Btrongly ui:d properly obj»ct to ullov. ing 
a hostile colliery to interfere with their oper- 
ations. He thought tho bill had absolutely 
nothirg to commend it, ua ull save ono of tho 
provisions which it enacts uro already on 
the statute book. Though many of 
tli -3 mon in tho mints aro not well 
up in tho Kngllsh lungungo, they do tho- 
roughly ucclerutund tho Bigna put up und 
ma:lo by the overstors, and thus are ablo to 
avoid ull danger. Aa u matter of fact, tho 
accidents which havo occurred have not 
been the f.tult^ f i^no-ant irei ; they woro 
caused by some of the bent known and most 
Bkilful men in tho miocB, who had yielded 
to tho tendency to become careless after 
yoara of immunity fiom mishap. 

Mr Kennedy supported tho bill. 

Hon. Col Baker aaid th*t It waa 'ho 
duty of the houso to protect tho ownera of 
mines ugainat outside interference, as well 
aa the lives of the miners. Thio bill intro 
duces a principle which ho could not sup- 
port, aa it would permit tho introduction cf 
outside persons to tho mines to tho preju- 
dice of the interest! of tho proprietors, 
withcuS th 8 being necessary to tho saf ty 
of tho mor. He agreed with tho President 
of the Council in thia reaped:. Ho did not; 
wish to vote against tho second reading of 
tho bill, but would liko to seo it amended to 
meet some of the objiotions raised. 

Mr Williams hud hoard nothing which 
appeared to bo a good reuBon for oppoeing 
tho scennd rouding. 

Mr. Booth thought tho bill a stop in tho 
right dirootion, as introducing an element 
wl ich would aot tho inspectors to work 
when noooBiury. He elid not think it woulel 
permit tho outeido interference Bpokon of by 
tho President of tho Council. This certain- 
ly would not bo attompted more than einco, 
us any porsoua who wero so inolinod would 
find out that tho law would very properly 
tt >p them. 

Mr. Forster Baid tho bill in in direot ac- 
cord with tho opinions expressed by him in 
thia houao and olaowhoro from tho time of 
tho publio mooting in Nauaimo oftor tho ox- 
ploBiona seven years ago, down to tho 
prosont. 

Mr. Ritiiet, having liatoned to tho argu- 
montB on both sldos, had ooma to tho con- 
clusion that it would bo woll to road tho bill 
n second timo, and amond it to somo extent 



in committee. For instance, ho would con- 
lino tho right to make complaint to mon em- 
ployed in tho mino where tho cause existed, 
instead of allowing tho iultiutivo to bo taken 
by outsidera ua proposed. He thought the 
principloof tho bill in tho truo interest of 
both ownera and operators, and therefore ho 
would heartily support the second loading. 

Mil. Se.mlin supported thia bill, for the 
sumo reasons aa thoao atutod by hhn yoar 
after year when other mouaurea of thia kind 
wero hoforo the houso. With reapoct to the 
argumont that tho complaint should bo made 
by men working in tho mine, ho thought 
that human nature would often provent a 
man from endangering the continuance of 
his own labor by complaining against the 
will of his omployer. 

Mr. Hunter thought that if the hon. 
gentlemen who have spoken in favor of the 
bill know a llttlo moro about tho clroum- 
atancea they would not huvo aaid eo much 
that is opon to criticism. Ho said fearloealy 
that the solo purpoao of the bill is to drivo 
a cort»in cIusb of workmen out of the minoa 
at Union, and not for the protection of the 
miners' Uvea. Ho could see that tho bill 
wua to bo read a seoond time, but he hopod 
it would bo relioved of soveral very objeo- 
tlonablo features In committee. 

Mb. MoPherson spoke in support of tho 
bill. 

Read a second time, " on division," with- 
out names boing recordod. 

PUBLIC BILLS. 

The Supremo court act amondnient bill 
was read a third timo and passed. 

Hon. Mb Davie introduced a bill to 
amend tho act 41 Viotoria, cap. 19. Keud a 
first time.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria to Borrow tho Sum of 
6120,000 in Anticipation of tho Re- 
ceipt of its Revenue for tho Year 
1803. 

Whereas by virtue of tho Municipal Act, 
IKK, and Amending Acta, every municipality 
may under tho condition* contained therein, 
borrow from any person Buch sum of money 
not oxceodirg, however, an amount equal to 
Bovonty-llvo per cont. of tho amount of taxes 
collected during tho previous year (1831) of tho 
sum that was lovled that year by a gonoral 
rate upon land, improvements or real prop- 
orty In tho municipality, and boarlng Buch ruto 
of interest aB may bo requisite to meet tho 
current legal expenditure of tho Corporation, 
which becomes payablo out of tho annual 
rovenuo beforo tho rovonuo for tho year 
comes payable by tho tax payers ; 

And wherkas sovonty llvo por cont. of the 
amount of taxos upon land, Improvements or 
real proporty, collected during tho year 181)1. of 
tho sum that waa levied that year by a gononil 
rato upon land, improvements or roal property, 
was 5121,330.13; 

And whereas to meet tho current legal ox> 
pondlturo of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for tho yoar 1895, payablo out of tho 
annual revonuo, boforo such rovonuo for such 
year becomea payablo by tho tax payers, it 1b 
requiaito for tho 8ald Corporation to borrow 
thoaum of §120,000; 

Therefore tho Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria onacts as 
follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria by tho Mayor and th 
Finance Committeo thoroof, to borrow upon 
tho credit of tho said Corporation from any 
person or poraons, firm or llrma, corporation or 
corporations who may bo willing to uelvunco 
tho samo, tho »«m of g 120,100, In such amounts 
anil at Buch times as subject as hereinafter pro 
vided the samo may in Iho opinion of tho 
Mayor and tho FInanco Coinmitteo of the 
Council bo required, bearing intorest at a 
rato not exceeding live per centum per annum 

Sec. 2. Tho money bo borrowed shall bo ox 
ponded In defraying tho current legal expensea 
of tho said Corporation for tho year 1S05, and 
shall, togother with tho Interest thereon, be 
re-payable and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof, on or before tho 31st day of December, 
18'J.'), out of tho municipal revenue for tho said 
year. 

Sec. 3. Tho amount bo borrowod and Interest 
thereon shall bo a liability of tho Buid Corpora' 
tion payable nut of tho municipal revenue for 
current, year 1895, and tho form of obligation to 
bo given aa acknowledgment of such liability 
shall bo a promissory nolo or notes to tho said 
lender or lenders as the sums may bo required, 
signed by the Mayor and the KlnanooCommlttoe 
and the Clurk of iho Bald Corporation, and 
bearing I he seal of tho said Corporation, all of 
which notes ahull bo made payable on or bo- 
foro tho 31st December, 18!)5. anil shall contain 
a clause that the liability of the said Corpora- 
tion incurred by said promissory note or notca 
shall bo a liability payable out of tho municipal 
rovenuo for the ourront yoar 181W. 

Sec. i. In tho construction of this By-law tho 
expressions "Land" and " Improvements," 
and " Hoal Proporty," Bhall havo respectively 
tho meaning given lo them in tho Municipal 
Act, 1802, and amendments theroto. 

Sec. 5. This By-law may bo cited as tho "An 
nuul Loan By-law, 1895." 

Passed tho Municipal Council tho 21th day 
of January, ISSo.

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ACCIDENTAL DEATH, 



This Is the Verdict of the Coroner's 
Jury In the Case of 
Jack Sing. 



The Broken Rope Not Produced— How 
the Victim Was Sawn 
In Halves. 



Coroner Ilasoll yesterday cocduoted the 
formal inquiry ab tho oity hall into tho cir- 
cumstances of the horrible acoident by 
whioh Jaok Sing loBt his life at tho Taylor 
mills on Governmont Btroet, Wedneaday. 
Tho jury was composed of Thomas Elliott 
(foreman), James Thomson, William Mo- 
Donald, A. O. D*y, Thomas Tugwoll and 
Charles Brewstor, and there were five wit- 
neBBes. Tho chief point of the inquest — 
tho determination whether or not any re- 
sponsibility attached to tho company— waa 
in a great meaBuro defeated by the destruc- 
tion, before the jury had an opportunity of 
inapooting it, of the rope whioh by breaking 
brought the saw upon tho unfortunato mill 
hand. This point was fully dealt with dur- 
ing tho progress of the inquest, whioh 
oponed shortly after two o'clock. 

Dr. Frank W. Hall, who had made an in- 
Bpootion of the body, deaonbad tho charaotor 
of the fatal injurios and announced that from 
his examination he had formed the conclu- 
sion that the unfortunato Chinaman waa 
struck first on tho loft arm, which waa 
sovered. Tb.9 aaw apparently struck from 
bohind and tho side. 

Tho working companion of tho dead man, 
Goo Sing, detailed tho oircumstuuooa of the 
accident, and described the manner of work 
which ho and Jack Sing reapeotivoly per- 
formed. Ho himeolf hud been omployed 
about six months by tho Taylor Mill Co. ; 
tho deceased bad worked at the mill con- 
tinuously for about throo years. When tho 
accident occurred the witness wat 2(t feet 
away from the saw — this distance being 
ahown by the tablo measure. Jaok Sing 
was outtiog up tho end olippingaforfirowood 
and was reaching for a frosh supply of mate- 
rial when the ropo retaining tho saw in 
placo broke, tho eaw thua released springing 
baok and catching J»ok Sing. Witness did 
not aoo tho ropo break but ho saw tho saw 
catch hold of his companion and he then 
noticed that tho rope had broken. Tho de- 
ceased to his knowledge had never com- 
plained that the ropo waa tvoru, nor had ho 
(witness) ever notiood that it waa danger- 
ously weak. Tho rope had never broken 
before. After the accident he examined the 
rope and found that it had divided not as il 
out, but as though it had pulled apart. The 
rope was an old one that had been in use as 
loDg as he had worked at tho mill. 

Mr. Lindley Cre»»e, who appoared for the 
relatives of the deceased to watch tho pro- 
ceedings, elicited in crosi-examination the 
additional information that no oomplaint 
had to his knowledge been made at any 
time in regard to the condition of this rope 
— it waa tho only thing provided to provent 
the saw springing back. The witness did 
not know whether or not the rope had ever 
been inspected by any official of the com- 
pany, nor did he know that the deceased 
had ever been warned In connection with 
the use of thii aaw. Ho himself had not 
beon. The deceased was at the timo cf the 
accident performing his ordinary duties in 
the usual and proper way. 

Foreman James Morriaon, a Bawyer with 
twelve yeara' exporienco, testified that the 
deceased was well acquainted with tho work 
at whioh he waa employed ; neither he nor 
Gee Sing had over complained of any defect 
in the ropo, nor had tho witness noticed 
anything wrong with it during hia frequent 
inspections of tho saw and running gear. 
Ho had warned both Jack Sing and Geo 
Sing frequently in oonnoction with tho uao 
of the saw. Aftor the accident ho had cut 
tho rope away because thoro was blood upon 
it, and consigned it to the firo with some 
refuse, 

To Mr. Crease — Foreman Morrison aaid 
that the rope had evidontly given way at 
about the middle where it ran over iho pul- 
ley. The rope was an ordinary hempen ono, 
such as used on similar Bawe in every mill in 
tho country. 

Manager Taylor of tho mill deposed that 
the deceased had been working for him aineo 
the taking over of the mill four years ago, 
and was ono of the most capableChinamen in 
tho mill. Ho had never made any com- 
plaint in regard to the ropo, though the men 
wore urged to mention any complaint in ro- 
gard to the plant. Tho ropo came in for 
casual inspection every day. Witness had 
novor seen any othor contrivance than a 
ropo and weight used for retaining tho sew 
in place ; nor had he over before known of a 
saw springing back aa on this occasion in li.'i 
yeara' experience. The witueis had given 
no instructiona for tho cutting of tho ropo 
and had been much annoyed on learning 
of it. 

Robert C. Morriaon, millmau by trade 
and employed at the Taylor mills, corrobor- 
ated Mr. Taylor's statement in regard to 
hia annoyance at tho burning of the ropo. 
Mr. M. Arthur, ono of the foremen, gave 
orders to havo tho "rneea ant] blood" cleared 
away, and tho work was in progress when 
Mr. Taylor camo in and stopped it. 

This completed tho evidenoo, and in pre- 
senting it to i ho jury the Coronor remarked 
that us them could bo no doubt at all us to 
how tho deceased oame to his death, the 
duty of tho jury narrowed down to tho con- 
sideration ot tlio question — was tho saw in 
proper working ordor at tho timet of tho 
accidout '.' The evidence) showed that tho 
ropo had been in uso for livo or six months 
at loaet and th»t its breaking was the cause 
of tho accident. On tho other hand tho 
foreman gave evidenoo that it hud been 
frequently inspected and showed nu sigus of 
wour. Then came tho weak part of tho 
wholo case. Tho ropo itaolf, tho moat im- 
portant evidence of all, was not to be ob- 
tained. Though tho end to which the vroight 
had been attached could not reasonably 
have beeu covered with blood the miilmen, 
in too groat hurry to clean up, had mado 
away with tho ropo. It was a serious and 
moat regrottablo thing tho burning of this 
ropo — tho most importune pieco oi cvidonoo 
in tho whole inquiry. 

Tho jury spent some littlo timo in private 
deliberation upon tho evidence and then 
handed in the following as their verdict : 

" That tho decbanod "Jack Sing oame to 
his death ut tho Taylor Milling Company's 
premises, Governmont utroot, at about ,'i 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon by being acci- 
dentally out in halves by a cutting olfsaw." 

Asked if they desired to add any rldor, 
attaching blame to anyone in connection 
with tho accident, two of tho jurors re- 
quested that a ridor bo attached entirely 
exonerating tho Taylor Milling Company. 
Tho Coroner did not agroo that Buch a rider 
could bo presented upon tho evidence, the 
ropo whioh by breaking hud oauuod tho acci- 
dent having disappeared, and declined to 
recoive it. Tho jury was then formally dis- 
charged.

EXPERIMENTAL FILTERS. 

To the Editor: — At the request of an 
ox-ulderman who hus devoted much timo to 
tho wator Bupply of this oity, I visited tho 
experimental filters in tho new firo station 
in Pandora avenue. Tho upward and down- 
ward filters having closod tops uro standing 
sldo by side, have both the same olasa and 
depth of filtering material, and the water to 



1)0 Ultorod ia contained in a birrol having a 
superior elevation to tho filter boros 

If tho test is for the purposo of linding 
out tho rolativo quantity of water filtered 
by tho two ByatoiiiH, the rosult of tho ex- 
periment as carried out will ho entirely 
fallacious and misleading, inasmuch us the 
pipes loading to tho filter bods aro conneotod 
to tho filler li 'Xes in euoh a way as to give 
tho upvrard filter a great advantage over the 
downward ono. 

The upward ono h±8 the pipes connected 
up in a manner whioh gives it tho full beno- 
fit of tho pressure duo to tho head of water 
in tho barrel, and the syphon uction, or tn 
put It in popular language, tho suction of 
the dolivory pipo leading from tho top of tho 
box to tho disoharge at tho bottom ; whilst 
the downward filter box has un overflow 
pipo conuocted to the top po aa to roliovo 
tho pressure of iho supply, unci discharges 
Its filtered water through a very short sy- 
phon at about tho same levol ua the other 
disoharge pipo. 

Perhaps tho gentlemen in charge of tho 
experiment may bo able to explain what 
they uro trying to find out, an possibly tho 
test was for the purposo of finding out tho 
relative purity of tho wator filtered by the 
two systems, tho important factor of quan- 
tity being for the moment left out. By hav- 
ing such definite information wo might bo 
ablo to Bottle thia interesting problem in 
hydruulioa amongst ourselves without hav- 
ing to call In tho sorviaes of the "foreigner." 

The subject of this letter is somewhat of a 
beohnloal nature, but I hope I havo made 
tho matter olour to your non-professional 
readers, and thu intercut taken iu wator eup-

II ow to Make Candled Lemon Pool. 

As lemons aro used drop tho yellow 
rind into ;t weak brine in :t glass jar. 
When a dozen aro thus pickled, they aro 
freshened by putting thoin into coldwa- 
, tor and 1. tting them ecald, changing 
tho water once or twice to extract tho 
salt. Boil them in tho last wator till 
they are thoroughly tender and drain. 
Then mako sirup enough to cover them 
out of slightly nioro than a pound of 
BUgar and a pint of water, using always 
tho sauio proportion of pint for pound. 
Cut tho peel into pieces about half an 
inch squaro and drop them into tho boil- 
ingsirup, which is allowed to cook slow- 
ly till tho peel looks translucent. Then 
keep them slowly steeping till tho sirup 
has almost dried out of tho pool, spread 
on plates, sprinklo with moro sugar and 
pot in a cool oven to completo tho dry- 
ing-

DECim TO DISBAND. 

Affairs of tho B. G. Poultry, Dog- anil 
Pet Stock Association to He 
Wound Up. 

A Dog Club aud a Poultry Society to 
Be Formed— Close of the 
"Jo Show. 

Tho British ColQir.'oia Poultry, Dog and 
Pob Stock ABBoalat'jrjn at |thelr seventh an- 
nual meeting laab evening decided to wind 
np their affairs and disband, forming two 
distinct organisations — a dog club and a 
poultry sooiety. Such action has been fre- 
quently suggested before, when tho argu- 
ment advanced in opposition was thab 
neither poultry and pots nor dogs would yet 
constitute a Buffioienb attraotlon to bo pre- 
sented Alono. It is thought, however, that 
tho timo has now oomo for at leasb a brial of 
tho divided strength, and tho dog fanoiers 
accordingly cut loose from bhe poultry men 
with all good wishcB, which thelatter cordially 
reoiprocate. Tho affiira ot tho old associa- 
tion will bo wound up by tho 1894 commit- 
beo, to whom aUo have been roforred the 
several proteats presented during tho show 
that has just closed. Tho commibboo ex- 
pect to meob before bho close of tho presenb 
week, and no timo will bo loab in instituting 
tho now associations resulting from tho dis- 
solution of partnership. 

Tho presentation of tho two speciul prizes 
for dogs was tho subject of two protests that 
wero considered and disposed of at last 
night'B meeting. The dogs compoting had 
not it appears been pronounced upon by any 
of tho regular judgea of tho show, but by 
locil balent, and the protests uro basod upon 
tho alleged incapacity of these second 
judges. Vero Shaw's valuablo work on 
•' The Dog," presented by tho association 
for tho beat thoroughbred dog In tho show 
was yoib^rduy awsrlod to Mr Eiglebrecht's 
Irish sotter Chief Jr., whilo Davidson BroB 1 . 
special for tho best pair in tho Bhow was 
adjudged to bolong to Dr. Duncan's Pat and 
Madcap. Theso decisions Mr. A. E. Mao- 
n "Ugh ton appealed from, claiming thabno com- 
petent judges in bulldogs had been asked to 
prommueed upon his pots' claim for the 
special prizes. It was decided to have tho 
animals ro judged, Mr. Macnaughton ohosing 
ono judge, tho gentleman to whom the 
special prizes had been awarded naming a 
socond and tho two judges so chofon select- 
ing a third. Mr. F. VV. Weldon's protest 
in the terriers has also resulted in a decision 
to re-judge bho doge of thia division. 

Tho laBt doy of tho show waa remarkable 
for " kicks," ooth great and small, chiefly 
in tho poultry department. Many of tho 
birds, if not an actual majority, woro found 
to be below tho standard for prizo winners 
— a score of at least 90 boing required for 
a tirsb or 85 for a second prize — and in sev- 
eral of tho varieties not a siuglo bird avail- 
able for honorB waa found. Tho judge in 
thia department, Mr. H. S. Ball, of 
Shrewsbury, Mass., performed his duties 
with especial care and is admitted by all to 
have been most impartial. Still some of 
tho exhibitors aro much dissatisfied. They 
oontend that tho superintendent of tho show 
ahould not bo ono of the leading if nob tho 
foremost exhibitor in tho department under 
his charge, aud a change will very j oaeibly 
bo made beforo next year comes round. 

Many of tho visitors of last evening wero 
drawn out by a published announcement 
similar to ono contained in tho samo paper 
last year that a rat-killing match would be 
tho feature of the evening. Such a thing 
was talked of amoDg a few of tho dog fanci- 
ers, bub bhe Association could not, of course, 
offer to its patrons an entertainment prohibi- 
ted by law, and the Chief of Police early in 
the evening notified the authorities in charge 
that prosecutions would follow should any 
rat pit Bporb bs provided. 

" Anyway," Superintended Matson ob 
sorved philosophically " we couldn't geb any 
rats "
